Instructive Talk Given Masonic Club 


By Navy Officer on Care Given Boys 


From Induction Daté to Discharge 


The career of three navy men. from the time of their induction 
until their honorable discharge, was traced by Comdr. Dudley W. 
Bennett of the naval hospital at Beaumont when he addressed ap­ 
proximately 100 Masons at the Tuesday meeting of the local Masonic 
rlub. Harrison Leussler was chairman for the day. 


He said that in the army th e f 
enlisted man was known as GI 
Joe. In the navy, they’re ‘Mac.’ 
He described the rigid medi­ 
cal 
and physical examinations 
given all men on entering the 
navy. 
These 
examinations are 
given when the men are induct­ 
ed 
and every time they are 
transferred. 


TRACES CAREERS 


The first man he described, 
w ent through the normal life of 
the navy and was retired without 
injury or wounds. 
The second man was wounded 
in action in the South Pacific. 
Comdr. Bennett told of the at­ 
tention he received at an emer­ 
gency station on the beachhead, 
of his transfer to a transport for 
further care. From there this 
m an went to a hospital ship and 
later to a base hospital on the 
mainland, finally arriving ’ at a 
convalescent hospital such as at 
Beaumont and Banning. In each 
of these places he got the best 
of medical care.

Me^de. Cleveland, Ohio, and San Diego resident who departed today 
after spending a few weeks here. 


Mr. Meade told several promi­ 
nent Villagers of his plan which 
envisions a University of the 
World campus stretching in a 
crescent shape from Catalina Isl­ 
and through Palm Springs to 
the Mexican border. 


COVERS ALL WORLD 
The area embraces scenery and 
settings 
reminiscent 
of 
spots 
throughout the world, he said, 
and would be the campus of this 
World University. Its center is 
a plateau near the Village where 
he would place his Tower of 
Peace, rivalling the Empire State 
building 
in height and 
Radio 
City in architecture. This struc­ 
ture and its .surrounding plaza 
would be the center of a univer­ 
sal peace program. 
Through 
the 
interchange of 


students from all nations, creeds 
and races, his vision foresees an 
international understanding that 
would promote perm anent peace. 


PAGEANT OF TIME 
His proposed Tower of Peace 
would house perm anent exhibits 
from all over the world, tracing 
the histroy of all peoples from 
the beginning of time. A univer­ 
sal church, including all creeds, 
is part of the proposal. 
From Palm Springs Mr. Meade 
plans to confer w ith Gov. Earl 
Warren and later w ith the presi­ 
dent. 
Each nation would finance its 
own portion of the program un­ 
der the program he has set up. 
Mr. Meade’s proposal for this 
permanent peace Memorial has 
been discussed by national lead­ 
ers who have approved of it.

D ick Mead, radar m an on 
a 
troop-carrying destroyer, is one 
of seven mem bers of the Mead 
fam ily in the service of the U nit­ 
ed States, six in the N avy and 
in th e South Pacific and one in 
the A rm y and in France. 


DESCRIBES SCENE 


In a highly interesting letter 
just received by Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Mead, Dick described the soften­ 
ing up bombardment of Leyte 
w hich he watched from his de­ 
stroyer. 
H is warship w ith several others 
arrived off the jap-held island 
two days before the landing. In 
those two days the ships threw 
everything they had at the beach­ 
head. 
“It was the most devastating 
bom bardm ent I have ever seen, 
even in the movies. I don’t see 
how anyone on the receiving end 
could survive, at least, and not 
go insane. I’ll never forget it.

Radio equipm ent to enable in­ 
tercity buses to be in constant 
com m unication with th eir head­ 
q u arters and stations en route 
w ill be a postw ar developm ent in 
highw ay

tion. A lready the N ational Asso­ 
ciation of M otor Bus O perators 
has requested the Federal Com­ 
m unications Commission to allo­ 
cate 15 radio wave bands for the 
in du stry ’s use. 
A t FCC hearings held in W ash­ 
ington 
recently, representatives 
of several m ajor intercity bus 
lines told how im proved com­ 
m unications equipm ent w ould fa­ 
cilitate travel. The ability to com­ 
m unicate directly w ith buses on 
th e highw ays and to receive m es­ 
sages from drivers w ould add to 
passenger’s convenience and com­ 
fort, prom ote safety, m inim ize de­ 
lays in the event of road failures 
or adverse highw ay conditions, 
and expedite repair and m ainten­ 
ance work. 
Several of the nation’s larger 
lines are planning the installation 
of experim ental equipm ent on 
certain routes as soon as w artim e 
restrictions are lifted. W hile the 
program w ill be developed by in­ 
dividual bus lines, the request of 
th e necessary wave bands was 
m ade by the industry as a whole 
to provide for eventual national 
coverage of all highway passen­ 
ger transportation operations.

For County Ports 


W ith La Q uinta, near 
Palm 
Springs included as one of the 
proposed 
air 
ports, 
Riverside 
county w ill receive $871,000 from 
the governm ent to aid in finan­ 
cing the construction of a 
new 
airport if a resolution before con­ 
gress in W ashington m eets ap­ 
proval, according 
to a U nited 
Press report from the capital. 
The program calls for th e ex­ 
penditure of $871,000 in Riverside 
county for airports at Anza, B an­ 
ning, Corona, D esert C enter, El­ 
sinore, H em et, Idyllw ild, La Q uin­ 
ta, Tem ecula 
and Therm al, 
in 
addition to R iverside. 
It w ill be a p a rt of a nation­ 
w ide airport program prepared 
by the C ivil A eronautics A dm in­ 
istration w hich calls for expendi­ 
ture of $1,250,000,000 to 
build 
3,050 new fields 
and 
im prove 
1,625 others.
